WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The Convention is the all-absorbing topic of conver- 
sation this week, not alone in this market, but in every 
market of the country. Judging from this time, it looks 
as if the entire industry would be represented in Balti- 
more during the meeting, and that a larger number of 
jobbers would be here than at any former meeting. This 
naturally put somewhat of a damper upon actual transac- 
tions in the market, and moreover many are content to 
wait until after the Convention in the expectation that 
business may take a decided turn for the better at that 
time. Holders of goods are firmly of this opinion and are 
not offering. 

A representative of one of the big commission houses 
of the country has been traveling through the tomato can- 
ning sections of New Jersey, Delaware and Maryland, 
ostensibly upon a buying expedition, offering 65c. for No. 
3 standard tomatoes, but actually upon a scouting expe- 
dition to learn the extent of the holdings in first hands. 
It is reported that he bought goods wherever offered at 
his figure, and let it be known that he was in the market 
for any amount at the price, but we could not learn that 
any of the better packers those able to hold had sold at 
65c. His summary of the holdings of tomatoes in the en- 
tire country in first hands at this time places them at 
2,500,000 cases—a very remarkable showing if true. Ifthe 
visible supply of tomatoes amounts to only two and a half 
million cases in the whole country, there will be a decided 
scramble to cover wants, for this is not nearly enough to 
keep the country for the next six months, the heaviest 
consuming months of the entire year. 

A slight indication of this may be found in the in- 
creased inquiry and quite satisfactory business which de- 
veloped this week, coming from all sections. As previously 
reported, there is an awakening of interest on the part of 


$ 
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buyers in all lines of canned foods, and while there are. 


no particular advances t6 be noted in prices, ‘there is a 


great deal more reason to belj¢ve that business will soop 


be brisk, and with it the advances that have long been ex- 
pected. It is undoubtedly the time for all canners to hold 
their goods with confidence, for the price seems reason- 
ably certain to materialize, and at a quite early date. 

Apples in the No. 10 size have scored an advance of 
10c. and are now quoted at $2.40, while on the other hand 
most fruits are marked down a peg or two, with the ex- 
ception of strawberries, which have advanced. The 
changes in our market quotations are quite numerous this 
week, and worthy of consideration. They will be found 
on their regular pages. 

Sauerkraut and spinach have also fallen off a few 
points, with the exception of No. 10:spinach, which has 
advanced and is now quoted at $3 in this market. 

The tomato market is in an uncertain condition, and 
prices are variable. As a rule the market is quoted at 
75c., but there are other quotations of 72'%4c. and even 
70c., but it is said no reputable packers will let their goods 
go at the latter figure. Not a few are holding for above 
75c., and doing so with confidence, believing that 80c. will 
soon be named, though it is not easy to get anyone to put 
a date upon this event. 

Cove oysters show a decline this week of about 5c. on 
the average, in spite of the fact of higher values for steam 
stock. The entire winter has been an open one, and there 
have been no interruptions to oyster operations on the 


Bay or tributaries, and yet good stock has ruled uni- 
formly high all through the season. The flurry in canned 
oysters is subsiding, and they are now about on a normal 
basis. Hard freezing weather which would close up the 
waters to further catching might cause an advance, but 
the Southern oysters now play such an important figure 
in the market that they would counteract any such move- 


‘ment. 


It is noticeable that the improved business conditions 
of the country, and the fact that mills are reopening and 
labor being re-employed have resulted in checking the 
downward trend of the metal markets and actually caused 
further advances. Pig tin and pig lead are quoted at higher 
figures this week than for sometime, and as everybody is 
now convinced that all that is necessary to make times 
boom again is to get busy, the fever is catching and the 
results showing. The depression is rapidly passing, and 
the outlook is brightening with every day. Canned foods, 


of course, will have their full share, and a little more, in 
this advancement. 


The many important questions to be taken up and 


decided at this week’s Convention cause other matters to 
be suspended.

Buyers not taking more than present requirements—Holders not urging sales— Market 
generally regarded as in good position—Tbmatoes’firmer—Corn steady— Movement

New York, January 30. 

The Market.—Perhaps the whole situation can be sum- 
med up in the statement that jobbers are buying only as 
they need goods, and under almost no conditions are they 
taking anything beyond the requirements,,of the day. 
Holders are not urging sales. That much is definitely 
stated, but the buyers, on the other hand, are not attempt- 
ing to secure stocks, only as they need them for immediate 
distribution. Trade is, therefore, somewhat disposed to 


be slow, and in numerous instances it becomes necessary” 


to apply some sort of accelerator to secure sufficiently 
prompt action to satisfy impatient holders. What is more, 
such sales as have been made recently have been in rela- 
tively small quantities as arule. But, as a whole, January 
has been a fairly good month when it is considered that 
it is the one in which stock taking goes on most of the 
time and buyers are loath to add to theirsupplies because 
they do not want the additional purchases to show on their 
inventories. February will open rather better than Jan- 
uary, but with still room for improvement. It can be said, 
however, that as a whole the market is in satisfactory 
position and the outlook is distinctly favorable. 
Tomatoes.—The market appears to be firmer. Ad- 
vices from Maryland packing points all seem to agree that 
full standard 3s are no longer available under 70c. f. 0. b. 
packing point. Nevertheless, there are statements which 
are calculated to shake this testimony, since buyers say 
they have secured lots during the week at 67%c., though 


there may be a difference in the quality which is respon-_ 


sible for the difference in price. However, the compara- 
tively few which have been sold at the inside figure have 
by no means constituted the market; and it is probably 
safe to say that the market is firmer and that 70c. is in- 
side for all desirable goods now. It is true that jobbers 
are buying from hand to mouth, and are in no circum- 
stances accepting as true the statements of holders. But 
the fact that holders have apparently gained courage 
during the week and are not selling at the first opportu- 
nity, regardless of the price, is helping the market mate- 
ri:lly. Holders are certain that the consuming trade will 
require a good many cars before the spring business is 
done, and are, therefore, declining to accept offers which 
do not altogether suit them. For No. 2s 50c. seems to be 
the best that can be done, and in some instances holders 
refuse to accept that. For No. 10s from $2.25@2.40 is 
asked, though it would be possible to shade the inside 
ficure on firm offer. New Jersey No. 10s are quoted at 
$°? 40@2.50, without much movement. As a whole, the 
fecling is better and improvement seems to be indicated. 
Corn.—Maine packers have not announced opening 
p:ces as this is written, though some in the trade say 
they expect these figures each day. Really the price has 
p:obably been well discounted, and 95c. f. o. b. Portland 
for fancy will be the basis upon which it will open. Pack- 
e's have determined upon a policy which will keep quality 
up this season regardless of the volume of trade, and for 
{hot reason it will be impossible to secure stock below 
© ning figures. Present holders of Maine fancy are 
° “ing up to $1.25, and nothing is obtainable below $1.20 
cr at best $1.15. New York State values are unchanged, 
‘ough fancy is a shade firmer at 85c. and in rare instances 
‘Oc. Standards are up to 80c. in most instances, though

a shade below would be accepted on some goods. For 
Western stock 50@55c. is asked, though movement is 
light. Southern pack remains steady, and up to 62% has 
been asked during the week. Business is light at those 
figures. Nothing has been heard of futures, and it is prob- 
able that not much will be done about them until after th 

canners’ convention next month. . 

Peas.—Movement is light, but prices appear to be 
reasonably firm, and sales, while they are made in a small 
way only, are generally at full prices. Occasionally a 
holder is ready to sacrifice, but not often. Business is 
largely to fill immediate orders, and rarely is for any con- 
siderable quantity beyond the present moment. Western 
stock remains about the same. Futures are dull, though 
sometimes a buyer offers something for 1914 delivery. 
As a rule, however, this business is light and amounts to 
very little in the course of the week. Southern stock is 
quiet, with nothing beyond satisfying present require- 
ments to interest dealers. 

String Beans.—State Refugees have been active a 
portion of the week, and sales have been made at better 
figures. The shortage in spot supplies has caused‘an in- 
crease in demand, and holders have been asking higher 
values because of this fact. Fancy No. 1s have sold at 
$1.65. No. 2s are quoted at $1.40. No. 3s are held at $1.10 
and No. 4s at 80c., all f. o. b. factory. Considerable move- 
ment has been reported at these figures and inquiries 
have multiplied. 

Asparagus.—Not much movement. Most holders are 
firm in their views and prices are not changing materially, 
surely not downward. Holdings are ample for present 
requirements, and sales are apparently for immediate use 
rather than for future consumption. 

Succotash.—Not much business. Holders are firm at 
$1.00 for Maine pack and up to 80c. for all other. 

Sweet Potatoes. — Nothing obtainable excepting 
Southern pack. This is quoted at 80c. for best grades, 
though 70c. will buy in some instances. 

Pumpkin.—A little buying developed during the © 

week, though it is not the season for it. No. 3s are held 
at 85c, with 75c. accepted as inside, and No. 10s quoted at 
$2.15... 
Squash.—While the active season for distribution is 
over, some demand has been reported. No. 2 is quoted at 
90c. outside and No. 10s are steady at $2.25, though lower 
values would be accepted for large lots on firm offer. 

Fruits.—California pack is rather dull, owing to the 
fact that very little stock is offered from the Coast and 
buyers are not attempting to purchase as required. The 
supplies there are greatly reduced, and it is frequently 
difficult to secure such assortments as buyers want. 
Southern varieties are held steadily as quoted, but move- 
ment is relatively light and business is for immediate 
consumption rather than for anything which is needed 
for the future. 

Peaches.—California pack are becoming scarce and 
prices are little more than nominal on most sorts, because 
of the fact that holders are not anxious sellers and insist 
upon full prices, which not all dealers care to pay. South- 
ern stock is similarly quiet, though holders appear to be 
firmer in their views and generally refuse to accept reduc- 
tions when offered. 
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....Apples—New York apples are firm, but buyers are 
too indifferent to allow much movement. Southern pack 
are unchanged, but movement Seemssto be limited t6’ne 
cessities. Western stock is unchanged, with mbtemen 
limited to actual requirements. Maine pack is strong, but 
not much sale is reported at present. 

Pineapples..—Business appears to be light and sales 
are made principally in small quantities. As a whole, the 
market is steady, but movement is too light to really make 
a market in some lines. Hawaiian seems to be firmly held, 
though not much movement is noted. Singapore is un- 
changed, with buyers rather conservative in their opera- 
tions. Other varieties are about the same as they have been 
the past week or two. 

.  Apricots—The market is still quiet, with sales made 
at about previous range, and buyers taking only such 
stock as may be required. 

Cherries.—No new developments noted in the trade. 
Holders are firm, but buyers are somewhat indifferent 
and sales are made only in a small way. : 

Raspberries.—Holders are firm in their views, but it 
would be difficult to interest buyers in the stock now in 
market. Conditions are the same as last week with re- 
spect to movement. 

Blackberries.—Even though supplies are light, the in- 
difference of buyers makes a slow market. Not much 
business has been done beyond supplying daily necessities. 

Strawberries.—It is perhaps only fair to say that prices 
have remained unchanged. even though the indifference 
of buyers has tended to discourage holders.. Movement 
is light, even in the qualities which usually attract most 
attention, and holders are endeavoring in some instances 
to work up a sentiment in favor of the fruit among pur- 
chasers. 

Salmon.—Most grades are going into consumption 
with considerable freedom, yet it does not appear that 
there has been any change in values. The movement is 
clearly for immediate distribution, and not for holding. 
Condition favors buyers on most varieties, excepting those 
most wanted, and there they are really stationary. Feb- 
ruary is a big month in the salmon trade in New York, 
and dealers are apparently preparing for that event. The 
approach of Lent has some influence upon the situation, 


too.

MEETING TRI-STATE ASSOCIATION. 


Wilmington, Del., Jan. 29th, 1914. 


The annual meeting of the Tri-State Association was 
ealled to order at 11 A. M. Thursday, January 29th, at the 
Hotel Dupont, Wilmington, Del., by President W. O..Hoffecker. 
Owing to the proximity of the National Convention, there was 
but a small attendance present, but some very effective work 
was done. 

After the calling of the roll, the reading of the last min- 
utes and the appointment of Nominating and Auditing com- 
mittees, the question of a standard box or case was taken up 
and thoroughly discussed. The railroads have the right, 
through the Interstate Commerce Commission, to reject any 
goods not packed in secure cases, and they, together with the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association, are insisting upon 
this improvement. All through this effort they have shown 
the utmost willingness to be fair and lenient, but when it is 
known that at one time, last fall, there were 40,000 cases of 
canned foods on two docks in New York, awaiting “‘cooperage”’ 
before they could be forwarded on their journey, it will be 
realized that there is a very insistent necessity for such action 
as here taken. 

The specifications as drawn up by the combined committee 
were finally adopted and read as follows: 

Specifications of Canned Foods Cases made of Yellow Pine, agreed 
upon by a Committee composed of members of the Tri-State, prominent 
boxmakers and representatives of the railroads at a meeting held in the 
Pennsylvania Building at Wilmington, Del., Saturday, January 10, 1914: 

Boxes must be made from sound grade of yellow pine lumber, dry 
and well seasoned, with no loose knots in any part. 


Thickness of lumber in any part of the finished box must not be less 


than required by these specifications: : 
Boxes Holding 2 doz. No. 1, 4 doz. No. 1, 2 doz. No. 2 and Boxes of 


Less Capacity. 
» ENDS: 5-8 thick D1S, 1 or 2 pes. When made 2 pes., to be fas- 
} tened with two corrugrated metal fasteners, at least 1 1-8 inches 
long x 1 1-2 inches wide; or tongued, grooved and securely 
glued; or. cleated with two cleats on each end, 1 1-4 inches 
wide x 3-8 thick. Each cleat nailed with five nails sufficiently 
long to go through thicknesses and clinch. 

SIDES: 5-16 thick D1S, not more than 2 pes.; to be nailed to the 
end with at least 5 5-d cement coated or wire barbed to the end 
nails at each nailing edge. 

T. & B.: 5-16 thick D1S (or smoothly sawn to be used only on bot- 
toms), not more than 38 pes., to be nailed to the end with 5 5-d 
cement coated or wire barbed to the end, nails at each nailing 


edge. 
24 No. 2 1-2, No. 3, 4 7-8 inches, 5 inches and 5 1-2 inches. 

ENDS: |5-8 thick D1S8, 1 or 2 pes. When made of 2 pes., to be fas- 
tened with two corrugated metal fasteners at least 1 1-8 inches 
long X#1-2 inch wide: or tongued. grooved and securely glued, 

with two cleats on each end, 1 1-4 inches wide x 3-8 
thick. Each cleat nailed with 5 nails sufficiently long to go 
through both thicknesses and clinch. 

SIDES: 3-8 thick D1S, not more than 2 pes.; to be nailed to the end 
with at least 5 5-d cement coated or wire barbed to the end nails 
at each nailing edge. 

TAB: 3-8 thick D1S (smoothly sawn, to be used only on bottoms), 
not more than 2 pes., to be nailed to end with 5 5-d cement 
coated or wire barbed to the end nails at each nailing edge. 

Case Holding 6 No. 10 Cans. 

Specifications for this case shall be the same as 24 No. 2 1-2, except 
that sides are to be nailed to end with 4 5-d cement coated or wire 
barbed to the end nails at each nailing edge. 

12 No. 10 Cans. When Packed Too High or Double Decker. 
ENDS: 3-4 thick D1S, not over 3 pes.; each piece fastened together 
with two corrugated fasteners 1 1-4 inches long x 5-8 wide; or, 
5-8 thick D1S not over 3 pcs. when cleated with two wooden 
cleats on each end; cleats not less than 3-8 thick x 1 1-4 inches 
wide. Each cleat nailed with not less than 6 uails sufficiently 
long enough to go through both thicknesses and clinch. 

SIDES: 3-8 thick D1S, not over 3 pieces; to be nailed to end with 
not less than 6 5-d cement coated or wire barbed to the end 
nails at each nailing edge. 

& B.: 3-8 thick D1S (smoothly sawn to be used only on bot- 
toms), not more than 3 pieces, nailed to end with at least 6 5-d 
cement coated nails at each nailing edge. 

Mr. H. L. Cannon moved that the Committee on Standard 
Cases be continued and authorized to present the specifications 
as adopted by the Tri-State Association to the Committee of 
the National Canners’ Association, and that of the Wholesale 
Grocers’ and of any other interested Associations, for adoption 
as the ruling standard. 

The fact that the Tri-State standard for tomatoes has 


been frequently referred to as governing in cases of arbitra- 
tion on goods from this section, caused this matter to be thor- 
oughly aired, with the result that while the Tri-State Associa- 
tion, on January 28th, 1909, adopted a form of standard as 


~ representing their views of this question, as a matter of fact, 


it has never been recognized as formal, nor employed or re- 
garded by any canner in the Association. The weights pre- 
scribed under it called for a drain of but one minute, whereas 
it has been referred to on the basis of the Ohio and Indiana 
former standards, which called for a drain of two minutes. 

Inasmuch as , Government regulations F. I. D. 144 
superceded and annulled al? such #tandards, it was deemed 
wise to take some action on this, and the following resolution 
was accordingly passed: 

Whereas, the standards for canned tomatoes suggested by 
the Committee of this Association January 28, 1909, have not 
to any considerable extent, been accepted and used by the 
members of this Association in their contracts for the sale of 
their goods; and, 

Whereas, the Agricultural Department at Washington, 
D. C., under F. I. D. 144, have a regulation that is far prefer- 
able to any standard based upon net weight of solids; and, 

Whereas, the National Canners Association have appointed 
a committee to formulate a definition for a uniform standard: 
therefore: 

Resolved, That the action of the Tri-State Packers Asso- 
ciation, as of January 28, 1909, be, and thé same is, hereby 
withdrawn and their committee instructed to co-operate with 
the committee of the National Canners’ Association for the 
adoption of a national standard. 

The following committee on Standards, to work with a 
like committee from the National Association, the Canned 
Goods Exchange, etc., was appointed: Mr. C. L. Stevens and 
R. S. Fogg, New Jersey; H. L. Cannon and W. O. .Hoffecker, 
Delaware; F. A. Torsch, Wm. Silver and C. M. Dashiell, Mary- 
land. A conference will take place during the National Con- 
vention at Baltimore this week.

Canned food packers should realize their 


importance to the world in general—Some 


thoughts along this fine worthy of consideration. 


Reported by Telegraph 


January 30th, 1914. 

When this communication is published a great con- 
vention will be in progress in Baltimore, and as is the 
custom this issue of the paper will be distributed at the 
convention. It will doubtless be the greatest convention 
ever held by the industry, and one of the largest in at- 
tendance. 

I would suggest, from the standpoint of one who is 
in the habit of philosophizing a little now and then in the 
intervals between daily renewed struggles for existence, 
that canners study the attitude and the merit of their 
occupation to the people of the world, as compared with 
that of other occupations. 

If they will do this I think that they will themselves 
become impressed with the dignity of their calling and 
the great present and future value of the Canning !n- 
dustry to the world. 

They will through such an analysis inspire them- 
selves with a higher degree of self-respect, a greater 
confidence in themselves, a higher regard for the char- 
acter of the service they render to the public, and a de- 
termination to do nothing to weaken or forfeit public 
confidence in canned food products, and to do everything 
possible to elevate them deservedly in public esteem. 
The former is a producer usually wasteful and careless 
in his methods and thinking, frequently, only of his im- 
mediate needs and self requirements. 

The broker is merely a salesman, the wholesale 
grocers and retail grocers are merely distributors. 

None of these people have before them the possi- 
bilities of progress and of improvement and of wide and 
essential usefulness that open up in viewing the future 
of canning. 

, It is a process of saving, of economy, of conserva- 


* tion, of equalizing the food supply of the world, of feed- 


ing God’s people, of relieving hunger and distress, of 
promoting health and life. 

It is a great industry, a resource, which providence 
has but recently given to the world, because the world 
needs it, and cannot progress without it, and the enor- 
mous possibilities, the grand destiny and future of the 
industry are but dimly appreciated. 

Canners therefore should stand erect and look the 
world in the face and demand a just reward for their 
labor and services and place themselves in a position to 
pay their help, their brokers and themselves promptly 
and well, and they can do this by establishing a good 
credit so that they will not have to force their goods on 
the market at any old price in order to meet obligations, 
and by giving such careful attention to quality that they 
can get the highest prices. 

A canner who packs a lot of goods of undesirable 
quality and throws them on the market at wonderously 


unprofitable prices injures not only himself but his 
competitors and the entire industry. 

There has been too much canning for volume of 
output and too little for high quality, too much scheming 
to make the goods cost as little as possible and not 
enough to see how good they could be made. The can- 
ners have used their wish bone too generously and their 
back bone too infrequently. 

Never mind what the broker, or the. wholesale gro- 
cer, or the retail grocer, or the consumer says aoe 
prices. 

They will pay your price if they have to, and will 
seek you if you have an article of good quality and you 
will not have to seek them. 

You have heard all these things before? To be sure! 
You are likely to hear them again from me and others! 
We see you from beyond your horizon of self-absorption. 
We smile at your inappreciation of yourself. We see you 
as-a great Samson with his head in the lap of Delilah 
while she constantly shears his locks, the source and 
secret of his strength, and thereby keeps him powerless 
to help himself or resist his enemies. 

The new currency and banking laws are going rap- 
idly into effect. They make commercial paper, farmers 
paper, your paper, receivable for security against an issue 
of currency by the banks, and the regional banks that 
authorize the issue of currency are controlled not by the 
money squeezers, but by broad men appointed by the 
government. Panics are now impossible and the bank 
deposits, your money and the people’s money, and the 
credit of the government standing behind the regional 
banks, will be used more to help you and all other 
honest manufacturers and producers and less to help 
the stock manipulating sharks ‘and thieves who have 
robbed, cursed and beset the country so long. 

Samson, the modern Samson, will come again into 
his strength and he will not have been blinded by his 
enemies, as was Samson of old. They have done what 
they could to do so, but they have not quite succeeded, 
and his day has come and his strength has returned. 

This is not a political stump speech. It dont care a 
cuss what party is in power or has the spoils of office. I 
am interested politically only in securing the vote for 
women. It is the one great thing that will make this the 
cleanest, purest, happiest country in the world. If Taft 
or Roosevelt had given us a currency law, and a revised 
downward tariff, and an income tax, and a practical and 
fair enforcement of the Sherman Trust law, and a firm 
control of the railroads,, I would have said well done! 
Just as I am saying it now.

Canned Tomatoes—I don’t know anything about the 
Chicago market. I am here in Baltimore, but telegrams 
from my office would indicate that there are a number of 
buyers out there in Chicago who went to buy canned to- 
matoes and who are deeply interested in the probable 
effect this convention will have on prices of spot to- 
matoes. 

Canned Corn—Futures are selling very slowly for 
some reason which is almost incomprehensible. Spot 
corn is only in fair demand and not active. 

Canned Peas—Low grades are plentiful and very 
very cheap in price. I heard of a sale recently of some 
fairly edible though unstylish muddy peas at 55c the 
dozen f o b Chicago. 

Canned Salmon—This article is quiet and unchanged 
as to price. Holders are waiting for the lenten trade to 
start an active demand. Values of canned salmon are ex- 
ceedingly atractive and justify a large consumption. 

Canned Tuna Fish—This article is coming to be a 
staple product in canned foods for salads. The manu- 
facturers do not appear to commend it for use in any 
other way as they print only one recipe'on their cans, 
that for the preparation of salad. ;

Demand continues heavy for this season of the year—Medium reds is not very brisk— 


Market 


Red fish getting scarce—Salmon should be cheaper in the retail stores than ever 


before—Arrangements being made for next season. 


Reported by Telegraph 


January 30, 1914. 

Salmon—The feature of the canned salmon market 
here on the Coast is the comparatively heavy demand 
for canned fish that has developed since the first of the 
year, In previous years there has never been any demand 
worth mentioning during January, February or March. 
At present while the demand is light compared with that 
which prevailed in the fall, it is nevertheless heavy for 
this time of the year. This demand is principally do- 
mestic and in that respect highly desirable to the packers, 
the shrewdest of whom are doing everything they can to 
build up the call for canned salmon at home. Desirable 
as the foreign trade may be, the packers would like to 
sell more fish to the American people, for this buisness 
can be handled with less trouble, in most instances, than 
the export trade and while goods can of course be and 
are insured, there is always the risk of loss from wrecks 
and damage in shipment, that frequently leads to trou- 
ble. What the packers would like would be to have a 
market sufficiently broad to absorb without the slightest 
trouble all the fish that may be packed. They want a 
market that will absorb all grades and not merely a few 
of the highest or the cheapest. That is at present one 
trouble with the market, namely the lack of demand for 
medium reds. The supply of red fish is all gone, or 
practically gone, and pinks and chums are moving well, 
while it is just about impossible to dispose of medium 
reds at prices considered in line with other grades. One 
trouble is, of course, that the price is such that the re- 
tailer cannot adjust his selling price to such a point that 
he can interest buyers. In the event he puts it at the same 
level as pinks he makes nothing and would prefer to 
push the sale of pinks. If he puts in the same as reds he 
cannot sell the fish except he tries to fool the consumers 
and if he does this he hurts his own business. The result 
is that the retailers are as a whole not inclined to care 
to do much with medium reds at present. Should pinks 
advance as many expect and hope then medium reds may 
do better, at least that is what some of the packers here 
who have this grade believe. 

Consumers everywhere this year should realize that 
one article of food, namely canned salmon is cheaper 
than it has been for a number of years. If retailers have 
not put down their prices they are taking a longer profit 
than they are entitled to. Here in Seattle there has been 
a noticeable reduction in retail prices with the result, 
grocers say, that the demand has been increased con- 
siderably. In view of the fact that the prices of canned 
meats which enter into competition with canned salmon 
have not declined, but, on the contrary, have advanced, 


salmon enjoys a very favorable position so far as the 
grocery store trade is concerned, Also prices are such 


that it is, packers feel, a profitable article for the grocers 
to handle as compared with other canned foodstuffs. 

Packers are commencing to make arrangements for 
next season’s operations. The Bristol Bay season, of 
course, opens first, and the vessels serving canneries in 
that district will in the near future commence getting in 
shape for next season’s operations. 

Fruits and Vegetables—There has been a very com- 
plete clean up of fruits and vegetables packed by Western 
Washington and Western Oregon canners in 1913. It is 
stated on good authority that the cleanup is more com- 
plete than it has been in the history of the local fruit and 
vegetable canning industry. Gallon apples and pears are 
still offered, but owing to the high prices which kave 
prevailed all along on fresh apples, the pack of this fruit 
was not as large as had been expected. ‘he dullness of 
the iumber market and the closing of nearly all of the 
logging camps since about the middle of December has 
shut off one of the largest outlet for all kinds of gallon 
pie fruit as well as vegetables. The camps have not yet : 
opened up to any extent and this end of the canned goods 
business is just about as near dead as it could be. 

A drier containing 252 frames will be operated an- 
other season by the Sumner & Puyallup Fruit Growers’ 
Asociation at Puyallup. Both fruits and vegetables will 


be handled through the drier. |

[Continued from Last Week.] 


PREPARATION OF THE GROUND. 


One of the most important points in tomato growing, is 
the proper preparation of the land before setting the young 
plants. The soil should be thoroughly prepared for some time 
before the plants go into the field. Whenever possible the 
ground should be plowed deep. If crimson clover is to be turned 
under, it will be found advantageous to disk the ground be- 
fore plowing. As soon as the land is plowed, if the amount of 
vegetation turned under is considerable, it should be rolled 
and then harrowed at once. Rolling will tend to re-establish 
connection between top and subsoil. Work the soil over with 
the disk again and again until it is in fine condition to some 
depth. On light land it may be necessary to compact it by 
going over it with a roller after the last working with the 
disk. If rolled just before the plants are set, it should be 
harrowed over at once so that only a minimum amount of soil 
moisture wil evaporate. We have found the Acme harrow an 
excellent tool for this purpose. It leaves the ground in such a 
fine condition that the young plants are able to establish them- 
selves at once. In the prepartion of the land the grower should 
try, first, to build up a moisture reservoir that will hold large 
quantities of moisture without free water being present, and, 
secondly, to prepare a seed bed that will offer the most favor- 
able conditions for the young plants to start in. 

THE SEED. 

The grade of seed sown often determines the grade of fruit 
that will be harvested. More attention should be paid in the 
future than has been done in the past to securing seed that is 
true to variety and true to grade. The planter should be criti-. 
cal as to the source of his seed. An inquiry among nearly 300 
growers, representing all the tomato sections of the State, re- 
sulted in finding that 39 per cent procured their tomato seed 
from the canner who contracted to purchase their crop, 38 
per cent purchased theirs from a reliable seedsman, while the 
remainder, 23 per cent, grew and saved their own. These 
figures are gratifying in that they show that such a large per< 
centage of farmers are fully alive to the advantages of saving 
their own seed. The great point in buying seed is to know 
just what one is purchasing. If a package of tomatoes is 
bought for Stone, it should produce nothing but Stone. Too 
often, however, a mixture of several kinds is found and the 
grower is the loser, as varieties do not yield alike. 

Of seed from the three sources referred to in the pre- 
ceeding paragraph, undoubtedly the home saved is the best. 
One, in saving his own seed, not only is absolutely sure of his 
variety, but he has furthermore an opportunity of improving 
this variety through selection. 

The least satisfactory seed comes from the cannery. In 
many cases this is as good as can be purchased from any re- 
liable seedsman. It all depends upon its source. If the canner 
gives out seed purchased from a reliable seedsman, who con- 
tracts to have his stock seed grown for him, good results 
should be obtained. If. however, the seed is obtained from 
canning factories it is liable to contain almost anything. Seed 
obtained from the refuse from a canning factory is as good as 
any other as far as vitality and vigor go; but such seed repre- 
sents all grades of tomatoes, and in many cases a great many 
varieties. A few years ago we took occasion to examine a load 

of tomatoes in a cannery yard, and found the following 
varities: Stone. Matchless, Greater Baltimore, B. B., Earliana, 
and several other varieties which were not recognized. On 
inquiry, it was learned that the grower had his seed furnished 
him by the canner and that the variety was supvosed to be 
Stone. Here was apparently a case of ‘‘cannery run” seed. Fur- 
ther inquiry from the canner brought forth the fact hat he 
purchased his seed in bulk from a well-known seed firm and, 
also, that he got it at a low price. 

The Delaware grower should never plant “cannery run” 
seed. While good crops mav, and do, result from such seed, 
the risk is great and should not be taken. Many canners who 
furnish seed to their growers are careful in its purchase, while 
others buy in bulk and get the cheapest that thev can find. 

If a grower does not save his own seed, he should buy 
from a reliable dealer and, in all cases, should get the best 
grade offered. 

Saving seed at home: It is not a difficult matter for 2 
grower to save his own seed. Seed saving should alwavs begin 
with plant selection in the field. The field should be carefully 
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looked over during the growing season, and healthy plants 
that have a full set of good fruit should be selected and 
marked. The grower should always have an ideal in his mind 
in making his selections. If necessary, he should write out a 
description of his ideal plant and with this in hand search the 
fields for the desired type. When such a plant is found, place 
a stake beside it and give the pickers strict instructions not 
to pick the fruit from-it. When the tomatoes are fully ripe, 
pick and save the best fruits from these plants. The fruits may 
be crushed in a bucket either by the hands or by pounding with 
a maul of some sort. Then take a barrel and fill it one-half to 
two-thirds full of water, and pour the crushed tomato pulp into 
it. In a few days, usually three, fermentation will have taken 
place and the pulp will float to the top of the water, while the 
seed will settle to the bottom of the barrel. Pour off the water 
and pulp and spread the seeds out to dry. They may be spread 
out on a piece of cheese cloth either in the sun or, better still, 
in a sunny, well-ventilated loft. As soon as the seeds are thor- 
oughly dry, work them through the hands to separate the in- 
dividual seeds from any dried pulp which may adhere to them. 
The dried pulp may then be winnowed out and the cleaned 
seeds placed in jars and put away for the following year. The 
seed must be thoroughly dry before final storing. If properly 
eared for, they should retain their vitality for three or four 
years. A good sample of tomato seed should show at least 80 
per cent germination; that used each spring should be tested. 
This can be done by counting out 100 seeds and placing them 
between two moist blotters in a warm room, 80 seeds should 
have germinated at the end of eight days. 

The Delaware Station advocates the saving of a fresh 
stock each year, as this gives frequent opportunity to improve 
the type. It has been the experience of many growers that 
they were able to increase their yield steadily by selecting and 
saving their own seed. 

Mr. Oscar Collier* of W. Oscar Collier and Sons, Easton, 
Md., in a recent letter says: “The saving of our tomato seed is 
no new practice of ours; but it has never gone further than 
the saving of tomatoes from the most vigorous and productive 
plants possessing superior quality. We have observed marked 
increase in yield as well as in quality of fruit as a result of 
saving our own seed.”’ 

Many years ago, Charles Darwin+ showed the advantages 
of planting crossed seeds. Plants resulting from such crosses, 
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are not only more vigorous, but are heavier producers of seed 
and fruit. The farmer has been slow to make use of this fact. 
Wellingtont, of the New York Experiment Station, tried out 
the effects of crossing upon the yield of tomatoes and secured 
some remarkable results. In crosses between Stone and Dwarf 
Aristocrat, the first generation of seed gave plants that yielded, 
in 1908, 4.4 pounds more fruit per plant than the Stone, and 
10.6 pounds per plant more than the Dwarf Aristocrat. In 1910 
the cross yielded 3 pounds more per plant than the Stone, 
and nearly 13 pounds per plant more than the Dwarf Aristo- 
crat. In 1908, this meant that plants grown from the cross 
yielded almost six tons more fruit per acre than did the Stone. 
Wellington{ concluded that the crossing of tomato varieties for 
increased yield was a sound commercial principle. 

In crossing, good thrifty plants of varieties of intrinsic 
worth should always be secured as parents. Stone, Matchless, 
Chalks, Early Jewel, Perfection, Paragon, and Red Rock 
should prove good varieties to cross. Fresh crosses should be 
made eath year, as plants resulting from selections of seed 
from plants produced by the cross will break up, to a large ex- 
tent, into the two parent varieties or into various combinations 
of their characteristics. The cross will not come true in the 
second generation and the impetus toward heavy production 
will be largely lost. However, a large number of crosses may 
be made in one year for stock seed, and this seed used as long 
as it retains good germinating properties. The value of crossed 
seeds is a point that tomato growers cannot afford to overlook. 

RAISING THE PLANTS. 

It is the common practice in this state to raise the tomato 
plants out of doors in open beds. Here and there a grower is 
found who utilizes a hot bed or a cold frame, but the vast 
majority of growers use no artificial heat. Arguments for or 
against the use of hot bed raised plants in this state will not 
be discussed in this bulletin. Particular attention will be paid 
only to the open bed method of raising plants. 

The aim of all who raise tomatoes is to get a firm, stocky, 
well-grown plant for setting in the field. As the plants do 
not have to be set in the field before the last week in May or 
the first week in June, the seed does not have to be sown be- 
fore the middle or later part of April. About six weeks’ time 
should be allowed from sowing to transplanting time. 

The seed bed should be located in a warm, sandy loam 
soil, with a southern exposure. If it is not rich, it should be 
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made so by the application of well-rotted manure. Compost is 
useful for the purpose. Hog manure is a favorite in Delaware 
for tomato seed beds. It grows a plant quickly, yet not so rap- 
idly as to make it soft. The manure should be thoroughly 
mixed into the soil. Some apply also a top dressing of hen drop- 
pings. When the commercial fertilzers are added, they should 
be applied before the seed is sown, and should be thoroughly 
mixed into the soil. The foundation of a tomato crop is a 
stocky, well grown plant to start with. The grower cannot be 
too careful nor take too much pains in growing his plants. The 
rows should be from three to six inches wide, and from 12 to 
16 inches apart. The seed should be sown thinly. On the whole, 
it is probable that better results will be obtained from hand 
sowing. An objection to the wide roW is the difficulty in 
keeping down weeds, but if a comparatively weed free loca- 
tion is chosen, there should be no difficulty with weeds. Some 
of the more careful growers spread a thin layer of well rotted 
hog manure in the row and then sow the seed directly upon 
the manure. It is doubtful if the results obtained are enough 
better to pay for the extra labor. If the weather is cold, a 
ridge of earth about two inches deep may be drawn up over 
the seed as soon as they have sprouted. ‘this ridge should be 
levelled down with a rake so that only about a quarter to a 
half inch of dirt will cover the seed. 

In case an extremely backward spring delays sowing until 
late, sprouting may be obtained by giving them bottom heat. 
This can be accomplished by digging a trench about a foot 
deep and filling it with eight or ten inches of well packed, 
fresh horse manure, that has started to heat. Cover with two 
or three inches of fine soil and sow the seeds on this, covering 
lightly. 

When the plants in the bed are up and have forced their 
first true leaf, they should be thinned to about an inch apart. 
This will give stocky plants and do away with the “legginess’”’ 
so often seen in tomato plants. Sometimes, if they have a 
tendency to grow “‘leggy,’ it will pay to give them a second 
thinning. When the seed is sown with a seed drill in a 
single row, the plants should be thinned out to six or eight 
to the foot. 

In' case the plants start off slowly, they may be watered 
with a solution of nitrate of soda, using about a thimblefull 
of nitrate of soda to 2 gallons of water. However, such treat- 
ment must be given cautiously, as the nitrate tends to produce 
soft, leggy plants. In case they are soft and leggy through 
overfeeding with: nitrogen, a light application of potash or, 
better still, wood ashes, will be of benefit in hardening them 
and producing a firmer plant. 

Stockier and better plants can be obtained if they are 
transplanted once before setting in the field. When such a 
plan is followed, it may be best to make the bed long and 
narrow. Prepare another bed along side the first and, when the 
plants have made their first true leaf, open up rows about 
16 inches apart in the new bed. Wet the plants thoroughly, 
then pull and transfer to the new bed, setting them about 
two inches apart. The disadvantage of this plan lies in the fact 
that the plants are much later and about ten days more time 
must be allowed for growing them. 

The flea beetle is a most troublesome insect in the plant 
bed. For some reason the beetles do not appear to molest beds 
so badly when placed in the garden as they do out in the open 
field. To control the flea beetle, spray the plants with Bordeaux 
mixture once a week after they are well up. This will not only 
tend to drive the beetles away, but will also give a healthier, 
stockier plant. Spraying in the seed bed also appears to be of 
benefit in enabling the plants to withstand the ravages of leaf 
blight later in the season. 

As soon as the young plants are well up, they should be 
cultivated, so as to keep the ground in good tilth and free 
from weeds. An ordinary garden rake will do this work nicely 
if the bed has been properly prepared in the first place. The 
wheel cultivators, so commonly used in vegetable gardens, 
are excellent tools for this work, but the common hoe in skilled 
hands, will keep the bed in good cultural condition. Weeds 
should never be allowed to compete with tomato plants.

As usual the Ohio Canners’ Association held a splendid 
two-day session this year, at Toledo, O., in the Hotel Secor: 
and realizing that this is one of the livest Associations of the 
industry many prominent men were present to address the 
convention. 

The Convention was welcomed by Mayor Keller, of To- 
ledo, and there were addresses of welcome by officials, jobbers, 
and retailers and the response for the packers was made by 
Mr. S. B. Orr. 

Wednesday afternoon Mr. John Ray, president of the Re- 
tail Grocers’ Association of the city, gave an interesting talk, 
followed by Mr. L. A. Sears, who called attention to the valu- 
able work off the National Canners’ Association. Mr. B. S. 
Bartlow, of the Ohio Dairy and Food Department, gave some 
straight advice from the shoulder, giving credit where credit 
belonged and censure where there was cause. Mr. E. A. Hey, 
of the U. S. Bottlers’ Machinery Company, gave a most inter- 
esting and instructive lecture upon the proper method of mak- 
ing and handling tomato pulp, very much along the same lines 
as in his address given at Indianapolis in November, and which 
was at that time reproduced in full in The Canning Trade. — 

Mr. E. C. McKeever, of the T. A. Snider Preserve Com- 
pany, gave much valuable advice as regards the handling of 
growers to produce the best and largest crops, and he was 
closely followed to all. 

Possibly the most important address of the entire meet- 
ing was delivered at this point by Mr. Geo. W. Drake, Secre- 
tary of the Iowa Canners Association, and a man who is be- 
coming famous for the splendid working plans he has evolved 
in respect to association work. It was on this subject that he 
spoke and his address is worthy of careful reading by all can- 
ners, and for this purpose is herewith given in full. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Ohio Canners’ Association: I 
have ;the honor of bringing to you today the heartfelt greetings of the 
Iowa Canners’ Association, who, like you in this particular line of indus-. 
try, represents the State in which we operate. And in assuming this 
honor and speaking for the State of Iowa, I am not unmindful of the 
characteristics which have signalized the developments of that great 
EMPIRE, from the bosom of whose virgin soil springs annually the 
colossal sum of $400,000,000.00 worth of crop products, which wend their 
way into the world’s commerce, and in no small sense are responsible for 
the activities of our great commercial carriers over the entire length and 
breadth of the country. As justly proud as we may feel of this salient 
fact, we have still greater things ‘of which we can boast. Above aH 
else, lowa produces men whose ability and influence are felt over the 
civilized world Yet with all our boasted achievements and the genius 
of our great men, we are forced to acknowledge as co-equal the/great 
State of Ohio, and recognize among her canners one of the great factors 
that are going to mitigate against some of the abnormal, unnatural com- 
mercial conditions with which we now have to combat. 

With this thought in mind, it will be my purpose to talk to you for 
a few moments along lines which in my own State have proven very 
satisfactory, and which we feel confident, if adopted by the other three 
of the canning States west of New York (Ohio, Indana and Illinois) in- 
calculable good would be accomplished for the entire industry, as well 
as for all others interested. I am pleased, indeed, to say in passing that 
ue seers State Canners’ Association has adopted the so-called 
owa Idea. 

When our genial President asked me to address you on this sub- 
ject, remembering my shortcomings and inability as a public speaker, 
who could make himself clearly understood, and not being unmindful 
that I would be talking to some of the very brightest men in the busi- 
ness, among whom I find two of our honored ex-Presidents of the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association (I refer to the Hon. L. A. Sears and S. F. 
Haserot), I hesitated. Then the thought came to me that if through this 
stammering agency a suggestion, perchance, might be dropped, that 
would in some small way lead to some avenue of redress, I could afford 
to take the chance of failure, and trusting in your tolerance and good 
nature, I accepted the invitation and am here without apology. 

The'subject given me as indicated in your program, “What the As- 
sociation did for the Corn Packers of Iowa,” is not the one on which I 
would like to talk, for two very good reasons: First, there is a certain 
modesty attached to this matter which precludes me making such a talk; 
and secondly, I prefer to let the future actions of the Iowa canners speak 
for themselves, as'they will talk more eloquently than I can of the real 
value of the movement we have inaugurated. 

It will be = purpose, therefore, to talk to you on the reason, judging 
the future by the past, for the cause for such a movement, and \I trust 
you will pardon the following rather homely illustration, which is indic- 
ative of the personalities we have to figure with in the canning business. 

The progress of mental research has demonstrated beyond perad- 
venture that Paul stands out as the greatest word painter that ever 
made an effort to portray before the mind of man the logical characteris- 
ties of the human family when in one of his utterances (Gallatians 6-3) 
we find these words: “For if a man think himself to be something, when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himself.” 

Three personalities that will always be found with the human family 
as long as man lives passed before the mental vision of this great man, to 
all of whom he desired to address himself, with the same words. These 
personalities are as follows: First we have the man who thinks he is 
something when he is gees Secondly, ‘we have the man who thinks 
he is something, when he really is something, and in the third place we 
have the man who thinks he is nothing when he is something. 

Shoud you meet the man who thinks he is something when he is 
nothing, with all the earnestness of your soul PITY HIM, for he de- 
ceiveth himself, and nowhere in the pages of history or the experience 
of man has there ever been an exception to this fundamental principle. 

Then we have the man who thinks he is something when he really 
is something. By all means honor this man; he is always a credit to the 
community in which he lives and the pride of any industry he may be 
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connected with. Of him the pages of history record as the chief agent 
of all great movements and the benefactor of man. 

Then weihave the man who thinks he is nothing when he is some- 
thing, which is the one to which I want to call your attention for a few 
brief moments. Do you know, the more I am persuaded that a vast ma- 
jority of the corn packers of America belong to this class, and especially 
is this true of the canners west of New York. This, to‘my judgment, is 
the problem of the hour; for by some logic of reasoning they must be 
brought to a realization of the importance and signficance of the position 
they occupy in the respective line of their endeavor. 


In the first place, the man who is in the business of manufacturing 
foods for human consumption is no small factor in the oncoming progress 
of man, for in his hand, to no small degree, is placed the KEY of our 
national health. A most sacred trust; guard it well, and under no cir- 
cumstance allow it to unlock the /door of greed or ignorance, whereby 
the purity or the quality of the foods we sell could be affected. “AS I 
LIKE IT TO EAT” woud not be a bad motto for every man in the busi- 


ness. 

I woud like to diverge here from my set subject for just a moment, to 
say a few words about the quality of the foods we pack, but must deny 
myself this privilege, as the burden of my thought at this time must be 
along other lines, which to my way of thinking is quite as important, and 
with a view of your further consideration of the subject, I want to in- 
troduce to you a few facts and figures taken from the National Canners’ 
Association’s reports of 1910-11 and 12, for the purpose of throwing, if 
I may, some small ray of light on the very important bearing the packers 
of corn in the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa have on the 
aggregate of the corn business done in this country. 

During the three years above mentioned, these four States packed 54 
per cent. of all corn placed in tins. Taking from the total output of the 
country the States of New York and Maine, which most of us do not 
affect our market, these same States packed 68 per cent. of all canned 
corn. Drawing a line down the western border of New York, north and 
south, we find that these same States packed 87 per cent. of all canned 
corn west of New York. This, then, begins to throw some light on the 
relative importance of these four great canning States. The significance 
of each State is as follows: Iowa, 30 per cent.; Illinos, 30 per cent.; In- 
diana, 12 per cent., and Ohio, 15 per cent. 


The great world builder in a special way adopted this part of the 
country as peculiarly fitted to contribute no small proportion of the 
food for oncoming generations, ‘and the burden of furnishing the food 
for 150,000,000 loyal American citizens, which the United States will have 
within the next thirty years, will rest very heavily on these States. A 
great future is therefore before us, and by no thesis of calculation can we 
arrive at any just reason why this great advantage should be sacrificed 
on the altar of distrust or ignorance. Yet notwithstanding these facts, 
we are simply drifting, and if it were not for the kindly act of Providence 
in withholding, some years, the horn of a bountiful harvest, millions of 
money would be lost and fully fifty per cent. of the canners in this spe- 
cially favored country would be ruined financially. ° 

You think that over while I proceed. 

Listen: While all branches of science are joining hands to do homage 
to our industry and bending every energy to better conditions from every 
standpoint, we as a whole are standing idly by, throwing science to the 
winds and flaunting anything but good business acumen in the very 
faces of our well-doing scientific friends, by not being in possession of 
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the information that would enable us to handle our business with that 
— of intelligence which is a guarantee of stability and a reasonable 
profit. 

The|problem of the American Canner today is not a bacteriological 
one, but one for the same use of all the God-given good sound judgment 
at our command, with a full and a complete knowledge of the fact that a 
pack of Over ten or eleven million cases of corn this year is going to spell 
a repetition of the experience of 1912. 


I accept’ the position that the canners are not least among the real 
thinkers who are engaged in manufacturing pursuits and taking this 
stand, I am‘here to defend any assumption from any source whatsoever, 
that the canners of this country would have been, knowingly or wil- 
lingly, directly or indirectly, a party to the crime of 1911 and 1912. 

Do you think for one moment that the canners of this country, with 
a full knowledge that an acreage of 275,000 acres of sweet corn under 
normal conditions would pack at least 3,000,000 cases more than the 
country’s consumption, or that these four great States of which I have 
spoken would have been guilty of contributing to the above total the sum 
of 155,000 acres, or that on the year following would have added a like 
amount to the above total, or again would have finished the canning 
season of 1912 with a valuabie surplus over future sales of close to 
4,000,000 cases, which represented the larger portion of the total surplus 
over and above the country’s consumption, with absolutely no knowledge 
as to what ‘the canners were going to do the following year? WELL, 
NOT SO YOU COULD NOTICE IT. As canners we have never taken 
kindly to suicidal methods, especially if we knew it. 


Yet the things which I have mentioned really happened, and the 
reason for such rash action on the part of the canners is due to the lack 
of that information, which comes only through close association work; 
that should combine the efforts of every man in the business, who should 
only be too anxious to work in the closest possible harmony with the 
entire interests of the business in view at all times. And he who fails 
to see, where the misconduct of another in his particular line of busi- 
ness materially affects his interests, is an antiquarian thinker, to say the 
least, and has no place among manufacturers today. 


This, then, brings us to the matter of means and methods for the 
solution of the problem at hand, which to my judgment can be best af- 
fected as follows: Report of/pack, report of spot and future sales and 
the report of acreage as contracted, truthfully and in the strictest confi- 
dence, to the wg cee og | of your State Association, receiving in lieu 
therefor a report back from your secretary of totals us often as the case 
may require, in order to give you a thorough knowedge of the facts as 
they really are in your own State, which will form no mean basis for your 
calculation. Then you may add to this advantage the exchange of re- 
ports between the secretaries of the several States that will take up the 
report idea With this‘informaion you ought to be in a position to know 
exactly what course to take in the administration of the affairs of your 
own business. 


I hardly think it necessary for them to go further into detail, as I have 
already taken up too much of your valuable time, but will be pleased to 
answer to the very best of my ability any question you may care to ask. 
The system in a‘nutshell is this: Each canner reports, in strictest con- 
fidence, all sales, and indicates as to whether they are future or spot, and 
when 25,000 or more cases sales have been received the secretary in turn 
reports back, in totals, to reporting members or those who have indi- 
eated their willingness to report only. The future reports are added to

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former reports, and the spot yey are subtracted from spot holdings. 


This, then, places each member a position to know just what is going 
on in his State, and should be a valuable asset in handling the sales 
end of his business. Under no circumstances give the price at which 
sales are made, as knowedge of the facts will always take care of the 
price. Each member should ‘have a number, which he should sign to 
his report instead of his name. When a member has sold out on spots 
or upon futures,:he should so inform the secretary, who will in turn 
enotify the members. This idea has its virtue, for the reason that in 
every State we have canners who are good fellows, good packers, but not 
good sellers, and are always an eyesore to the sales end of the business. 
Now they do not want to demoralize the market, but feel they must sell 
some of their output, and are therefore shading the price more or less 
and are not getting the profit they should. But with these repors 
coming to them from the secretary, to the effect that so many of the mem- 
bers have sold up, they will hold on, feeling that sooner or later the 
business is bound to come their way; and it does; in some cases actual 
business is turned over to them by other members. 


Acreage reports should begin to come in during the month of 
March, so that the matter of contracting acreage progresses each member 
would know just how much, or at least have a very good idea, as to the 
contemplated acreage, before a kernel of seed went into the ground. 
Should the reports indicate a very large acreage was being contracted, 
you would not have to call a meeting of your members to discuss the 
question of reduction, for the reason that every packer can handle that 
matter better in the quiet of his own office than he can at any meeting 
you might call. You may rest assured that with the facts at hand the 
canners will handle the question wisely. 


You give-a canner the facts as they really are and you will find him 
perfectly competent to take care of the rest with a degree of cunning 
that will reflect great credit to himself and the entire industry. All he 
needs is the information to which he is justly entitled, and if your asso- 
ciations are worthy of continued life we will see to it that he has it, and 
you will find a latent marked ability to handle this problem of which 
you have never dreamed. 


Finally: The development of our industry, from a mechanical stand- 
point, has been one of the wonders of the present age, as along no line 
of mechanical development has greater genius been shown. Today the 
equipment of a modern cannery is one of the most complete, unique 
developments of the twentieth century. 

The can manufacturers have had no small part in the great work 
of giving to the American consumer a wholesome, convenient, attractive 
package, in which they could buy their foods any time during the year, 
in as palatable a condition as when first taken from the field, and to 
them great credit is due. 


Science has delved into the mysteries of bacteriology to such an 
extent that the hazards of former years have been practically abridged 
by thinking packers who follow the advise se. and to the patience and 
genius of these able men, who have been obiiged to work under all kinds 
of handicaps, belongs the gratitude, admiration and hearty co-operation 
of the entire industry. No monetary consideration, regardless of its 
size, could ever repay them. ia? 

With ‘all due respect to -the genius of the machinery men, ‘the ca- 
pacity or ability of the can men, or the logic of science, practically 
speaking, can be of no service to us at this time, as we are face to face 
with the greatest problem that confronted any industry, and that is the 


“necessity, and back of this is t 
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problem of supply and demand, and must be handled single handed and 
alone by the canners: themselves, and none of us can afford to shirk our 
portion of the responsibiliy. 
Through the open door of eqperentiy we see the beckoning hand of 
e imperative command. 


THURSDAY’S SESSIONS. 


On Thursday morning, upon the reassembling of the Con- 
vention; after the Theater Party of the night previous and 
which was tendered by the machinery, supplymen and brokers 
present, President F. M. Shook read his annual address. He 
touched upon the troubles of the past year, and the advances 
which the Association had been able to make. His address was 
an unusually good one and received with the greates attention 
by all. 

Dr. A. D. Selby, of the Ohio Experiment Station, gave a 
talk on crop growing that proved to be filled with pertinent 
information; and Cannery Inspector L. R. Robertson told of 
his year’s work among the canners and made some sugges- 
tions for improvements, and a practical notice that in the 
year to come more stringent regulations would be employed. 
Mr. Robertson showed his appreciation of the canners and 
their industry and all know that he is a friend of the packers, 
but his friendship does not interfere with his duties, and now 
that the industry is more keenly alive to the sanitary require- 
ments, more will be expected of them. 

A resolution changing the old Ohio standards so as to con- 
form to the government regulations under F. I. D. 144 was 
adopted; the annual dues were advanced from $5 per year to 
$10, and it was unanimously decided to change the time of 
meeting from January to the second Tuesday in December 
each year.

Following Secretary Drake’s address the Convention 
went into Executive session, and it was learned later that it 
had been decided upon to have the Secretary put in force the 
acreage and future sales reporting system known as the Iowa 
Idea.

It 
is merely the result of a successful attempt to furnish 
general information to all members upon subjects of gen- 
eral interest and importance, and to so post members 
upon actual conditions in the business as to permit them 
to conduct theirs intelligently. The plan does for acre- 
ages and future sales exactly what is aimed at in securing 
the annual statistics. From the statistics all men realize 
what the consumptive ability of the market is, and 
whether the production as shown falls short or over- 
supplies this. Just as important to all canners is the ques- 
tion of the amount of acreage planted; for with this in- 
formation definitely secured, and the amount packed 
therefrom, as ‘shown by the statistics, the canner may 
safely plan his business and conduct it on comparatively 
secure lines, instead of merely guessing, as is now the 
case. Without question the plan is ideal for the industry 
and will gain its greatest strength only when in general 
operation among all canners. With an intelligent idea of 
the amount of acreage being grown for canning, the 
possible pack can be approximated, and business gov- 
erned accordingly, and it is about time and the business 
has grown to a sufficient size to adopt some such business 
like procedure. 


With the opening of the Convention it is pleasant to 
note the greatly improved business conditions through- 
out the country. Confidence is returning to a marked de-

With its hands full, presumably, preparing to defend a 
suit filed against it by the government on the score of its 
alleged elimination of practically all competiton, the American 
Can Company is to appear also in the United States District 
Court for the District of New Jersey, to defend an infringe- 
ment suit brought against it by John A. Steward, of Rutland, 
Vt. 

A bill of complaint filed by Herbert H. Dyke, of Dyke & 
Camfield, charges against the American Can Company and the 
Sanitary Can Company, the latter a subsidiary of the first 
named, the infringement of a device for seaming tin cans in- 
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vented by the complainant, to whom patents were issued for 
the invention in September, 1906. 

The bill’ sets out that the defendants “have resorted to 
divers unfair and inequitable devices’ to put the complainant 
and his associates out of business. As ‘‘flagrant features” the 
bill tells that the defendants, “relying in the appropriation 
of the patented device on their financial strength and the ‘‘finan- 
cial weakness of your orator,’”’ assured prospective purchasers 
that they would be protected against any suits that the com- 
plainant might bring upon his patent; that they further repre- 
sented the complainant as being ‘‘too poor to engage in patent 
litigation with powerful concerns like the defendants;” that 
the complainant ‘‘could not obtain sufficient credit to buy the 
necessary tin and other materials for manufacturing cans to 
fill large orders, and in divers other ways defendants have 
persistently and repeatedly done all in their power to deprive 
your orator and his business associates of his and their proper 
credit and position in the business world.”’ 

The bill prays for an injunction and an accounting, a claim 
being made for “triple damages and profits, by reason of the 
flagrant character of the infringement by the defendants.”’ 

The bill asks also for the surrender by the defendants of 
all the infringing devices in their possession.

Extraordinary rains have done actual good, despite reports to contrary—As- 
paragus beds not*dantaged—Outlook for crops very bright—Some future 
peas being bought—Asparagus futures at last year’s prices—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph 


January 30, 1914. 

A. P. A. Elects Officers.—The annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Alaska Packers Association was held in San 
Francisco on January 20th, and officers were chosen as fol- 
lows: Henry F. Fortmann, president; Louis Sloss, vice presi- 
dent; William Timson, vice president; A. T. Tichenor, secre- 
tary; Isaac Liebes, treasurer, and G. E. Geary, cashier. The 
directors chosen are: Henry F. Fortmann, Isaac Liebes, Wil- 
liam B. Bradford, Louis Sloss, Henry E. Bothin, George L. 
Payne, John Daniel, William Timson, Mark L. Gerstle, Wil- 
liam Haas and Jefferson F. Moser. Several changes were made 
in the directorate, as compared with last year, Mark L. Gerstle 
succeeding William Gerstle, who is now in Europe; William 
Haas succeeding Francis Cutting, deceased, and Jefferson F. 
Moser taking the place of D. Drysdale. 

President’s Report.—The report of President Fortmann 
was, as usual, complete in every detail and very interesting. In 
part it is as follows: “Owing to the disturbed commercial and 
financial situation in almost all countries, together with the 
unprecedently large pack of 1913, canned salmon could only 
be sold at largely reduced prices. The 1913 Pacific Coast sal- 
mon pack exceeded 8,000,000 cases, an increase of 2,000,000 
cases over the largest previous pack. The results of the sea- 
son’s operations have been unremunerative for all but a few 
salmon canning concerns, : 

“The Association’s pack of salmon for the season was as 
follows: 


Seventeen plants were operated during the season, four- 
teen of these being in Alaska and three on the Puget Sound. 


Current repairs, replacements and betterments to plants were 
made at a cost of $580,844.40, and there has been written off 
from’ plants on account of depreciation $151,054.64. The 
present appraised value of the plants is $4,338,394.90. 

“The bark Star of Poland has been purchased and the 
steamer Kanak, launches Heron, Pigeon, Parrot and Pouter 
have been built at a cost of $193,910.91. There has been ex- 
pended for improvements and repairs to the fleet the amount 
of $244,848.34, the value of the fleet now being appraised at 
$1,505,850. The Association now owns nine ships, twelve 
barks, one barkentine, three schooners, and sixty-three steam- 
ers and launches, a total of eighty-eight vessels. 

“The two salmon hatcheries of the Association have con- 
tinued operations. During 1913, from the 45,600,000 red 
salmon eggs taken in 1912 at the Karluk salmon hatchery, 
41,803,000 fry were liberated and 34,629,160 red salmon eggs 
taken. From the 23,160,000 red salmon eggs taken at the 
Fortmann salmon hatchery in 1912, 20,800,000 fry were lib- 
erated and 9,480,000 red salmon eggs were taken in 1913.”’ 

The report for the year indicated a profit for the Asso- 
ciation of $148,380.15, but the dividend was $345,048, and in 
addition the bonded debt was diminished by $163,000 and the 
insurance fund increased $303,891.83. 

Shipments By Water.—During the month of December 
shipments of canned salmon by sea from San Francisco 
amounted to 248,767 cases, of which 94,983 cases went to 


foreign countries. The shipments during the corresponding 
month in 1912 were 133,072 cases, for 1911, 91,573; for 
1910, 29,462, and in 1909, 105,610 cases. There is still 
some canned salmon that has been disposed of on hand in local 
warehouses but unsold fish is limted in quantity, except pinks. 
One lot of reds amounting to 25,000 cases is still unsold here, 


‘but the owner is holding for an advance. 


Cc. F. C. A. Revise Lists.—The California Fruit Canners 
Association has just issued a revised price list showing a 
number of important changes. Prices remain the same except 
in No. 10 blackberries, but a large number of withdrawals are 
made illustrating the manner in which stocks have been 
cleaned) up. The following withdrawals have been made: 
Apples, No. 3 Extras, No. 2% Specials, Extras, Extra Stand- 
ards and Standards, and No. 10 Extras No. 3 grade. Apricots, 
No. 10 Water. Cherries, No. 3 Extras; No. 2% Specials, Extras 
and Standards, both in Royal Anne and White; No. 214 Spe- 
cials, Extras and Standards, both in Royal Anne and White; 
No. 2% Extra Standards in Royal Anne; No. 10 Water, Pie 
and Solid Pack Pie in Black; No. 10 Pie and Solid Pack Pie in 
White, and No. 10 Solid Pack Pie in Royal Anne. Grapes, No. 
2%s Extras, Standards and Pie, and No. 10 Solid Pack Pie. 
Peaches, No, 214 Standards, White Clings, and No. 24% Water, 
White Clings sliced; Yellow Clings, No. 10 Standards, and No. 
10 Extras No. 3 grade Yellow Clings sliced, White Clings and 
White Clings sliced. Bartlett pears, No. 3 Extras and No. 2% 
Extra Standards. Loganberries, No. 2% Seconds and Pie, and 
No. 10 Extra Standards. Blackberries, No. 10 Extras No. 3 
grade. Raspberries, No. 10 Extra standards. The inventories 
recently completed showed that in a few cases there were 
small quantities of fruits that had previously been withdrawn 
and these were again listed. The principal items were the best 
grades of White Cling Peaches sliced, some No. 10 Water and 
Pie Apricots peeled, some No. 10 Extras Loganberries, and 
Yellow Free Peaches .in No..10’s from the Extra Standard 
grade down to Pie. 

New Asparagus.—The warm rains that have been experi- 
enced all this month have brought oyt_an early growth of as- 
paragus and some of this vegetable is now being offered~in 
the markets. Should present conditions continue it is likely 
that canners will be enabled to commence operations earlier 
than usual. Many of the asparagus beds from which canners 
draw their supplies are getting old and weak and inducements 
are being made to growers to put out new fields in the form 
of eight and ten year contracts.

The Seventh Annual Convention of the National Canners’ 
Association, and of the National Canned Foods and Dried 
Fruit Brokers’ Association, which will be held in Baltimore 
next week, promises to be the biggest and best ever. It is esti- 
mated that the attendance of canners and brokers from every 
State in the country, as well as of jobbers from far and near, 
will be somewhere between 4,000 and 5,000. A program of 
unusual interest has been arranged for the business end of it, 
while the various forms of entertainment arranged by the 
members of the Baltimore Canned Goods Exchange will be on 
a scale of liberality that will set a high-water mark, and cause 
all similar gatherings hereafter to date from the Baltimore 
Convention of 1914. 

Developments of more than ordinary interest to the can- 
ning trade are expected during Convention week, especially in 
regard to tomatoes, the spot market conditions and the out- 
look for the coming season. Whether or not such develop- 
ments will have any material effect, favorable or unfavorable, 
upon the market prices for the canned article, remains to be 
seen. The demand for tomatoes this week, while not so large, 
was sufficient to satisfy the holders of them, and, in conse- 
quence, the trend is toward a firm market during the remain- 
der of the winter, with increasing chances of higher prices 
when the usual spring demand opens up. The first inquiries 
from the jobbers for prices on future tomatoes were received 
this week, but no actual business in them has commenced 
as yet. 

In the other lines of canned vegetables sweet potatoes 
were more active, with a decided tendency toward higher 
prices, and they are well worth attention. A sudden incfease 
in the buying of them might find a few sellers at today’s quo- 
tations. Spinach is stronger, and so are string beans and wax 
beans. Kraut, baked beans and corn were active in small lots, 
but nearly all of the other items were at a standstill all week. 
The remarkably mild weather is favorable for shipping canned 
goods. 

Fair demand this week for cove oysters, and the prices 
are unchanged.
